EXPERTS’ BATTLE PLANS. 


Lendon Critics Think a Part of Bul- 


ler’s Forces Has Been Sent to 
the East to Execute a 
Flank Movement on 
the Boers.

LONDON, Jan. 10.—Since Sunday evening 
England has not had a word from the 
pivot of the war field in South Africa. It 
seems inconceivable that nothing of im- 
portance has taken place at Ladysmith or 
on the ,Tugela in the time that elapsed 
since Gen. White promised to forward his 
list of causalties and informed Gen. Buller 
that the Boers had failed to capture Lady- 
smith. ‘ 

The War Office announces that it has no 
news from the front, but is expecting to 
tear of the arrival of Gen, Roberts at 
Capetown to-day. . | 

There is a general feeling here that news 
of still more startling character is to come, 
that White may now feel himself forced 
to make an effort io cut his way out of 
Ladysmith rather than run the risk of a 
fres!i assault by the Boers. Britons are 
hopeful of a successful movement by Bul- 
ler, and that he and White may yet be able 
to make a concerted movement that will be 
successful,

The Father of the Browns’ Old Mana- 
ger Passes Away. 

A letter from Charley Comiskey, the old 
manager of the St. Louis Browns, and now 
manager of the St. Paul Club, announces 
the death of his father, John Comiskey, 
Which eccurred In Chicago on Mondcay last. 
The deceased often visited St. Louis in the 
pa.my days of the Browns and had many 
warm [friends here. was at one time 
one of the most prominent of Chicago poll- 
tiolans. He was the firet president of the 
Chicago Board of Aldermen and a member 
of the Chicago City Council for 12 years. 
He was born in County Cavan, Ireland, in 
1827, and came to ‘America in 1848, settling 
with his parents In New Haven, Conn. He 
went to Chicago*in 183 with the officials 
who had charge of the buliding of the Chi- 
cago, Rock Is.and & Pacific. Hie entered 
poiitics in 1858 tn the Internal Revenue De- 
partment, with which he was connected 
unti] 1859, when he was elected a member 
of the Chicago City Council to represent the 
old Tenth Ward. He was elected the first 
president of the City Counc!! in 1870, when 
the charter gave the City Council the power 
tv elect its own officers. After retiring 
from the Council in 187] he entered the em- 
ploy of the Greerebaum Savings Bank, with 
which he was coh ected until its failure in 
1875. He was nominated for Recorder on 
the Democratic ticket in 1876, but was de- 
feated. In the following year he was made 
clerk of the County Board of Chicago un- 
der Herman Lieb, which position he held for 
four years. He was also Deputy County 
Treasurer of Chicago under Charles Kern. 
For two years he held the position of Su- 
perintendent of the Water Department of 
Chicago. 


ANSON AND HART.

underhanded work an was rewarded by 
being made the team captain, a position 
that he was too unpopular with the players 
to hold, though it is generally thought that 
he was allowed to draw the salary.as per 
the agreement.’ : 

“During Mr. Hart's career in baseball he 
has been connected at different times with 
the Milwaukee, Louisville and Boston Clubs 
as manager and tin each and every case he 
has proved a failure, just as he has up to 
the present time in Chicago, where the club 
has not paid a single cent tn dividends since 
his advent.”

had delivered their own land from Spain. 
with the single exception of the town of 
Manila, and that they hemmed in the Span- 
ish troops on land by a line extending sana 
water to water. 

That we could not have captured the 
Spanish garrison but for the fact that 
they were so hemmed in by Aguinaldo’s 
forces and could not retreat beyond the 
range and fire of the guns of our fleet. 

That they were better fitted for self-gov- 
ernment than any country on the American 
continent south of us, or than Santo Do- 
mingo or Hayti, when these countries 
achieved their independence. They are now 
as fit for self-government as was Japan 
when she was welcomed into the family of 
nations. 

That the outbreak of hostilities was no‘ 
their fault, but ours. A patrol, not a hostile 
military force, approached a village be- | 
tween the lines of the two armies: a Village 
over the line of demarkwilon, to which some 
of our soldiers had been moved in disre- 
gard of the rule applicable to all cases of 
truce. When this patrol approached this 
town it was challenged. How far the Filip- 
inos understo™ml our language, or how far 
our pickets understood the reply that they 
made in their own language, does nor ap- 
pear. But we fired on them first. The fire 
was returned from their lines. Thereupon 
it was returned again from us, and several 
Filipinos were killed. As soon as Aguinaldo 
heard of it he sent a messenger to Gen. 
Otis, saying that the firing was without 
his knowledge and against his will: that he 
deplored it and that he desired hostilit’es 
to cease, and would withdraw his troops 
to any distance Gen. Otis shou!d desire. 
To which the American General replied that 
as the fighting had begun, it mus: go on. 

That Dec. 2, 18%, when there was peace 
Presiden McKinley sent to Gen. Otis a proc- 
lamation which he commanded him to is- 
sue. Gen. Otis, on reading it—to use the 
language of his own report—‘‘coneluded tha- 
there Were certain words and expressions 
therein, such as ‘sovereignty.’ and ‘right 
of cession,’ that might be advantagpously 
used by the Tagalo war party to incite 
widespread hostilities among the natives.”’ 
'Gen, Otis amended the prowlamation. but 
Gen, Miller, who was burning for a- fieht. 
promulgated it at Iloilo. S80 you had the 
commanding General denying all purpose of 
domination or interfering with their inde- 
pendence on the one hand and the Presiden: 
of the United States on the other asserting 
that purpose, and the Filipinos were natur- 
ally alarmed and shocked.

A telephone message had been sent for 
Dr. C. G. Rayhili before the man was tak- 
en out of the mine, but when. he was 
brought to the top the men were so sure 
that he was dead that they sent fur the 
Coroner. The physician arrived and was 
s00n followed by the Coroner. Dr. Ray- 
hill examined the man and said there was 
no need just yet for the services of the 
Coroner. 

The man was sufféring from’ concussion 
of the brain and internal injuries from 
which it would be impossible for him to 
recover.
